The Auld Kirk on the 
6th Line of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury is a desig¬ 
nated heritage site. 

Established circa 1822 
by settlers returning from 
the failed Red River Set¬ 
tlement, the brick church 
itself dates to 1869 and 
until recently, was left 
largely to the mercies of 
time and weather. 

The BWG Local History 
Association has made the 
Auld Kirk one of its projects 
- persuading the town to 
designate and preserve the 
property, and raising funds 
to replace the roof, identify 
gravesites (using ground-

Bond Head craftsman, 
Bruce Chambers of Bruce 
Chambers Period Furniture 
Ltd., was commissioned to 
replace the damaged pine 
doors, believed to date from 
the 1920s. 

He studied the construc¬ 
tion of the existing doors, 
including evidence that 


the inside rather than the 
outside, and looked at old 
photographs, before dupli¬ 
cating the design using 
quarter-sawn white ash 
from Waterloo County. 

The new doors are a 
match in appearance. 
"They’re made exactly as 
the original doors, but way 
better, as they're made 
from ash and not pine,” 
Chambers said. He also 
created new rear doors out 
of the same material, and 
found salvaged and refur¬ 
bished period hardware to 
complete the restoration.

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Project Zero provides 
first line of defence

Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Fire & Emergency Services was 
one of 15 municipal services 
chosen to receive support this 
year from “Project Zero." 

Project Zero, established in 
2009, provides combined smoke 
and carbon monoxide detectors 
that can be given to residents at 
no charge - especially those in 
older homes, or in higher-risk 
areas - through a $100,000 per 
year contribution from Enbridge 
Inc. to the Fire Marshal’s Public 
Fire Safety Council. 

Fire Chief Kevin Gallant, 
Deputy Chief Olaf Lamerz 
and BWG Mayor Rob Kef¬ 
fer accepted 198 of the com¬ 
bined alarms, valued at nearly 
$11,000, from Enbridge Oper¬ 
ations Supervisor Matthew 
Lomano, and Ken Arnott of the 
PFSC, before the June 16 meet¬ 
ing of council. 

“It will benefit members of 
the community, and help pro¬ 
vide the early warning that is 
needed to escape from fire or 


carbon monoxide build-up,” 
said Chief Gallant, noting that 
as of April, 2015, Carbon mon¬ 
oxide alarms are mandatory in

A solution for the Morris drain

The Holland Matsh Drainage System Joint 
Municipal Services Board retained Kenn 
Smart, engineer tolookatneedediepairs and 
improvements to the Morris Road drain-the 
drain that runs along the west side of Morris 
Rd., atthe east edge ofBradfotd. 

Smart proposed a solution to problems 
presented by a narrow, difflcult-to-main- 
tain channel, so close to homes: relocate 
the drain. 

In the June 16 meeting of council, 
Smart noted that the drain was bruit in 
1930 to protect hundreds of hectares of 
agricultural land in the “small scheme” 
marsh. Now, only 40 hectares are actively 
farmed in the area, and there are hun¬ 
dreds of hectares of development adja¬ 
cent to the drain. 

The engineer said that he had con¬ 
sulted closely with town staff working 
on the Southeast Arterial Road project 
to come up with a preferred option, to 
“divert the majority of water that comes 
down the Morris Road channel” into a 
new drain, flowing north, east and then 
south through lands largely owned by 
Walter Bak, to the north canal. 

Relocation would result in better flow, 
allow the new channel to be built to cur¬ 


rent standards, and permit the partial fill¬ 
ing in of the Morris drain, buttressing the 
existing road and potentially restoring 
properties on Townsend. 

Smart also provided an estimate of the 
cost of relocation, including engineer- 


$200,000 reconstruction of Morris Road. 
Altogether, the project is expected to cost 
$1.85 million. 

Smart also proposed a preferred 
option to pay for the work. Although 
the Drainage Act would allow costs to 
be assessed to property owners within 
the watershed, that would require the 
preparation of an estimated 3,000 indi¬ 
vidual assessments, adding $100,000 to 
the cost and opening the door to “sub¬ 
stantial drainage appeals” and delays. 

Instead, he recommended fast-tracking 
the project and reducing costs by using 
“block assessment,” 100% to roads. 

Council approved both the reloca¬ 
tion option, and the “block” assessment 
approach. 

Smart promised a preliminary report 
next month, a final report in September, 
and public presentation in the spring of 
2016. The project would go to tender later 
that year, with construction to take place 
in 2017. 


New animal control provider for BWG

Starting June 15, residents of Brad¬ 
ford West Gwillimbury will no longer 
have to travel all the way to Vaughan to 
pick up a missing pooch or kitty. 

The Town of BWG has switched ani¬ 
mal-control service providers, declin¬ 
ing to renew the existing contract with 
Vaughan, and instead signing on with 
K9 Pest Management Group - a com¬ 
pany that already provides animal con¬ 
trol services to municipalities like Inn- 
isfil, New Tecumseth and Newmarket. 

Jon Popple, Manager of Enforcement 
with Bradford, explained the benefits of the 
new contract K9 PMG will provide “experi¬ 
enced, trained animal-control officers” to 
enforce the bylaws seven days a week, from 
8 a.m. to 4 p.m., including statutory holi¬ 
days. “That’s an increase,” Popple said, not¬ 
ing that there will be two patrols of Biadfoid 
each day, plus rural patrols “as time permits 
(or) as calls are received.” 

K9 PMG will deal with domestic dogs 
and cats, remove roadkill - both domes¬ 
tic and wildlife - and provide 24/7 
emergency response. 


Even better, the registered and 
inspected shelter facility is in New Tecum¬ 
seth, south of Alliston - only 25 minutes 
from the urban centre of Bradford, “a lot 
closer and a much easier drive” than the 
trip to Vaughan, Popple said. 

The pound facility will be open from 9 am. 
to 5 pm on weekdays, and from 10 am to 2 
p.m. on weekends, for residents to pick up 
impounded pets, purchase dogtags, or adopt 
an animaL The company also providesalhce- 
bookpage, for lost and found pets - “filling a 
realneedinthetowp” noted town communi¬ 
cations officer CaleighClubine. 

Animal control can be reached toll- 
free at 1-855-898-8605. 

Popple explained the terms of the 
new contract to council, June 16 - and 
unveiled a new municipal complaint 
line for residents, that will put them in 
touch with bylaw enforcement. Resi¬ 
dents can call 905-775-5366 ext. 1301. 

The line will be checked from 8 a.m. 
to 8 p.m. Monday to Friday, and 8:30 
a.m. to 4:30 p.m. on Saturday and Sun¬ 
day. After-hours calls will be answered 
the next day, or residents can contact 
South Simcoe Police in an emergency.

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County looking at transit options

In 2014, the Ontario govern¬ 
ment provided $321.5 million in 
gas tax revenues to municipali¬ 
ties, to help fund public transit 

That funding has been 
an incentive, encouraging 
lower-tier governments to 
investigate and introduce 
transit options. 

The County of Simcoe is 
currently in the midst of a 
transit study. The Simcoe 
County Transit Feasibility 
and Implementation Study, 
being undertaken with con¬ 
sultation from the firm Steer 
Davies Gleave, is in its first 
round of public informa¬ 
tion centres, asking for input 
from residents on whether 
the county should expand its 
current role - providing lim¬ 
ited funding to support local 
transit - and develop an inter¬ 
municipal transit system. 

At a public information cen¬ 
tre held June 15 at the Brad¬ 
ford West Gwillimbury Lei¬ 
sure Centre, the benefits of an 
inter-municipal system were 
described as improved mobil¬ 


ity for residents, greater connec¬ 
tivity to employment and com¬ 
munity services, reduced reli¬ 
ance on vehicles, and aboost to 
economic development 
On the negative side, there 
was cost - and the challenge 
of finding a balance between 
serving commuters and serv¬ 
ing high priority users (sen¬ 
iors, persons with disabili¬ 
ties); between connecting 
communities and servicing 


rural areas; and the need to 
work collaboratively with 
municipalities and agencies. 

The study will investigate 
those balances, and look at 
service types - fixed route, flex¬ 
ible routes shaped by rider 
demand, shared ride programs 
and taxi voucher systems - that 
could be introduced. 

A map at the information 
centre used arrows to iden¬ 
tify possible patterns of link¬ 


ages between municipali¬ 
ties, as well as the possibil- 

sit systems to outlying subur¬ 
ban areas - e.g., having Bar¬ 
rie Transit provide service to 
Innisfil, "whether that's paid 
for by the county, or whether 
that's paid for by Innisfil," said 
Dennis Fletcher, project man¬ 
ager with Steer Davies Gleave. 

The first step, said Fletcher, 
is to identify ridership - then 
look at who pays. 

The public was asked 
about the inter-municipal 
trips they currently take in a 
week, and which of three key 
considerations were most 
important: the price of tran¬ 
sit, the ridership, and the 
area of service coverage. 

Preliminary results suggested 
that residents feel it is more 


transit than to maximize transit 
revenues, and that transit routes 
should be focused on markets 
that would produce high rider¬ 
ship, and areas that are "transit 
supportive." 

Fletcher noted that Nor¬ 
folk County was able to estab¬ 
lish an inter-municipal transit 


system, with a bus that links 
Simcoe with New Delhi, Port 
Rowan and other settlement 
areas - but, he acknowledged, 
Simcoe County is far larger, 
and has far more potential 
destinations. And there is still 
a long way to go before the 
county can "turn that map of 
arrows into actual routes.”

At the same time that the 
county is looking at transit 
feasibility, the Town of Innis¬ 
fil has launched its own tran¬ 
sit feasibility study - and on 
June 12, Metrolinx met with 
municipal leaders to con¬ 
sider ways of encouraging 
commuters to take transit 
to GO stops, and leave their 
vehicles at home.

A day for dad 

It took only three years for Moth¬ 
er’s Day to become a recognized 
holiday. 

Anna Jarvis held a memorial 
service for her mother, Ann Jarvis, 
at St. Andrew’s Methodist Church 
in Grafton, West Virginia in 1908. 
By 1911, the second Sunday in May 
was recognized as Mother’s Day, 
across the U.S. 

dads had a harder road to travel. 

Most accounts credit Sonora 
Smart Dodd with launching the 
first Father’s Day. She had attended 
a Mother's Day service the year 
before, and felt that fathers should 
also be recognized - especially 
since her own dad had raised six 
motherless children. In 1910, in 
Spokane, Washington, she inspired 
several ministers to give sermons 
honouring fathers - and in fact, 
in 1913, the first bill to recognize 
Father’s Day was introduced. 

It went nowhere. There was 
resistance to the idea of a Father's 
Day, especially from those who felt 


to promote the sale of men’s items. 

It wasn’t until 1966 that U.S. 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
designated the third Sunday in 
June as Father's Day - a designa¬ 
tion that wasn't signed into law 
until 1972, by President Richard
